FLAX CULTURE. 


Having bad many inquiries in regard to 


be culture of llax, we have culled from 
leveral sources the following information. 
f. C. Wilson thus gives his experience in 
Kansas: 
One year ago, as most farmers have 
cason to recollect, thu wheat crop was 
winter killed ; aud not exactly liking thu 
dea of sowing much ground in spring 
wheat, bnrley oroala, I conceived the idea 
of trying an experiment with flax seed, 


vinu been unable to procure seed any- 


where in Kansas, or even in St. Louis 
without paying an exorbitant price $(3.oO;, 


scut to Messrs. J. D. Evans & Bro., pro- 
irietors Oil Mills, 
Indianapolis, Ind., 


where I obtained enough ot'i.'d foi $2 00 
per bushel to sow about forty acreH. It 
lid not get here till near the last of May, 
ind having so much wet weather, 1 did 
not get it all Htiwu until some time near 
be 10th ot June. 


One great ditUcully in sowing flux-eeed 


n this country I found would have to be 
guarded against—that ot our usually having 
10 much windy weather during the Hpriut: 
mouths, and as the seed is very liue and 
iglit, it will be found noeessaiy lu sow For 
wo or three hours only, in the morning 
ind evening, as it is important to have it 
jvenly scattered over thu ground. Other- 
wise, where it does not come ii|> thick 
enough, weeJs upiieur aud damage thu 
ci'op. 


As nearly us possible, I allowed one-half 


bushel to Iliu aere. 
VVlR're thu ground is 


well biokuu and burrowed thoroughly it 
8 sufnuunt. 
Al'lei Bowing, Ibu ground 


should ho very lightly dragged over with a 
ine tooth burrow, or with a biut,h, which 
s equally as good, and then well rolled, as 
I is important lo have u smooth bottom, 
'or it will be hscessary to cut the llax very 
close to the ground. It dous not make a 
rank growth. 


In less than three niontliH after sowing 


he llax was ready lor the reaper, lu har- 
vesting a ll'ix crop, it is bust, accordint; to 
uiy expel leneu, to use a seli'-iaku reaper, 
with a smooth kind; similar to tlmt uml in 
a mower, in preference to the oidimtry 
sickle, as it does not eboku <n uasily. As 
soon an tlie flux is cut down, which is done 
)y one man. aud machine, as there is no 
linding lo be done, I have found it to be 
altogel her the safest and most economical 
,o have a threshing machine come into 
rfo riuld at once, and thresh it out 
It is 


lifflcult to get out all thu seed alter it has 
>een standing in ricks or rucks, for a 
ength ot time, as il gets pressed into cakes 
or bunches. 
It is then almost, impossible 


,o separate the straw, as should be douu 
when it is put through the machine. Any

TUB following statistical facts are con- 


densed from the monthly report of the De- 
partment of Agriculture for J^n., 187.">:— 
3f the two great ccreala, corn and wheat, 
the former crop was smaller In 1873 than 
1871, and the latter larger. The total corn 
crop of 1874 Is estimated at 851,000,000 
bushels, valued at (i.") cents per bushel.— 
That of 1873 was !.'33,000,000 bushels, val- 
ued at 48 cents a bushel. The higher price 
in 1871 moro than counterbalanced the 
short yield, and the aggregate value of the 
crop was considerably greater tlmn in 1873. 
The corn crops in 18C!) and 1874 were the 
shortest for many years, and the prices 
highest. 
The average price in 18(i!) was 


75 cents a bushel. During 1871 tho low- 
est average price of corn in any State was 
in Iowa, 48 cents; the average price in this 
State was 52 cents. It ia somewhat re- 
markable that in ISfil) and 1873, when the 
smallest crops and highest price of corn 
occurred, there were the largest crops and 
lowest prices of wheat. The wheat crop 
of IbBO brought an average of 91 cents per 
bushel; in ISTOtheaveragc price was$l Ot; 
m 1871 S-1.25; in 187:! $1.21 j in IS73 
§11 5, and iu 1871 !H cents again. But as 
the high price of corn in 1S7-I "brought the 
aggregate value of the crop above that of 
preceding'years,so the large yield of wheat 
brought Ihc value of that crop tip to a 
higher figure lhnn rnual. notwithstanding 
the low price per bushel.
